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SKETCH OF DOYER. 



DoTBR being the oldest town in the state, and one of the first 
settled in the country, it having been the next settled place to 
the immortal Plymouth, its history will doubtless be interest- 
ing, not only to the inhabitants of the city itself, but to those 
of the state and the country. As early as 1614, Capt. John 
Smith sailed from England with two vessels for the new world, 
and navigated between the Penobscot River and Cape Cod. In 
exploring the region of country lying between these two points, 
he discovered Piscataqua River. With this new country he was 
greatly pleased, and made a map of it, which he presented to 
Prince Charles, who called the country New England, In 1662, 
Capt. John Mason and Sir Fernando Gorges together obtained 
a grant of all the territory lying between the Sagadahoc, or 
Kennebec, and the Merrimac Rivers, and extending far into the 
interior, and called the country Laconia; Capt. Mason having 
already a grant of the country lying between the River Naum- 
keag and the Piscataqua. In the following year, they sent over 
men to settle in this new country : among them were David 
Thompson, a Scotchman ; and Edward and William Hilton, 
London fishmongers. They made two settlements, — one by 
Thompson,- near the mouth of the Piscataqua, nailed Litth 
Harbor; while the Hilton s settled farther up the river on a nar- 
row neck of land formed by the union of the Bellamy or Back 
River with the Piscataqua, which place was then called by the 
Indians Winniohihamwt^ afterwards by the settlers Northam, 
now Dover. In 1624, the following year, Thompson disliking 
the location of his settlement at the mouth of the river, it was 
abandoned, and he moved to an island which was granted to 
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In 1629, the country between the Merrimao and Piicataqna 
Birera reoeired the name of New Hampthire. The settlemrait 
at Dorer was, for several years, quite small, grew but little, 
and consisted in 1631 of only three houses. At this time, Bd- 
ward Hilton and others receiyed grants of the surrounding 
country ; so that Dover then consisted of what is now Dover, 
Somersworth, Bollinsford, Madbuty, Durham, Lee, Stratham, 
and parts of Greenland and Newington. In 1633, several fand- 
lies came from England, and considerably increased the colony. 
In 1634, in a well*selected spot, about one-and-a-half miles ftom 
Dover Point, they erected their first meeting-house, and sur- 
rounded it with intrenchments, to protect themselves from the 
Indians. This was the first meeting-house erected in the 
state, and traces of these ancient fortifications are yet visi- 
ble. During this stage of the history of Dover, the inhabitanta 
attended church thoroughly armed with loaded muskets, be- 
ing always ready for an attack from the Indians. For many 
years the settlement at the Neck comprised the greater 
part of the population ^ the meeting-house, which was there, 
bdng the only place where the inhabitants, from far and near, 
assembled for the transaction of business. Gradually the 
business and population of the town began to concentrate at 
the Cochecho Falls, on Cochecho Biver (where Dover City 
now is), about four miles from the original settlement. Here 
Major Waldron, in 1638, erected a Saw and Grist Mill ; and the 
settlement was called Cochecho, after the river and falls. In 
1653 the second meeting-house was built by Major Waldron ; a 
turret was placed, upon it in 1665, and a bell was used to call the 
people to church ; a drum having up to that time been used for 
that purpose. Quakers made their appearance at the settle- 
ment in 1662 ; and three sisters, Quakers, were, on account of 
their religion, whipped out of town by order of Major Waldron. 

In 1679, New Hampshire was separated from Massachusetts ; 
and at ^at time it contained only 209 voters, 61 of whom were 
in Dover. 

Dover, in early years, suffered much from the Indians, who 
made repeated attacks upon the settlement, and continually 
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' harrasaed the settlers. In 1675, by a stratagem, Major Wal- 
dron caught about 200 Indians who had been known to hare 
cansed much trouble to the settlers; and some of them, who 
had been guilty of great atrocities, he hung ; the others he sold 
into slarery. This the Indians regarded as a breach of faith, 
and were terribly excited; and, in rereuge, determined by a 
general and concerted effort to exterminate the whites. And 
on the 27th day of June, 1689, after long years of oomparatiye 
peaee, they had their revenge. On this night, sereral Indian 
squaws, who, as was the custom, slept at the Garrison Houses, 
which were fire in number, at the giren signal rose simulta- 
neously and opened the doors ; the Indians then rushed from 
their hiding-places upon the terrified inhabitants, and made 
terrible havoc among them. Major Waldron, who was in one 
of the Oarrison Houses, was the principal object of their re- 
yenge. Though an old man of fourscore years and more, he 
defended himself brayely ; but they fell upon him, and, after 
binding him strongly, cut him to pieces in the most cruel man- 
ner, inch by inch, amid the jeers and yelk of the excited 
sayjtges. In this massacre, twenty-three persons were killed, 
and twenty-nine made captives. They burned five or six houses, 
besides mills and other building^. The Indians were, however, 
soon overtaken and entirely routed. 

The Indians continued their attacks from time to time, 
till about 1723. In 1724 a great many attacks were made by 
them, in every direction ; and they greatly troubled the settlers, 
so that they formed regularly organized military companies to 
defend themselves from these attacks of the savages. After 
this time they received but little trouble from the Indians, and 
all went on prosperously. Business gradually concentrated 
around the falls ; and the town continued in growth and pros- 
perity, till it became what it now is,— ^e pleasant and prospe- 
rous dty of Dover.
